Dr. R. M. Wilson, native of Colum- 


bus, Arkansas, who hits been visiting 
wilh relatives and friends for the past 
several months, will leave August 12 
for Korea where he will resume his 
work in the leper colony there. 


He has been engaged in the work 


for nearly 30 years. In a letter re- 
ceived by The Star Monday from him 
lit Mission Court, Gintcr Park, Rich- 
mond, Va., he wrote: 


"Dear Friends: 
"The time is on us to turn our faces 


once again toward the Far Piist of Asia 
to the work in which we have been 
engaged for almost 30 years and which 
we love. I wish to send this word 
of greeting and farewell to you, one 
and all, and tell you 'what a joy it 
has been to visit so many of the 
churches and to meet so many good 
friends, renewing the fellowship with 
the old friends and making acquaint- 
ance wi'h the new ones. It is quite 
impossible for you to know what your 
friendship, prayers and interest mean 
to us away over on the yonder side of 
the world. The work in the mission- 
fields becomes increasingly difficult 
because of the problems that are con- 
stantly arising that are hard to solve; 
and they will be increased if we may 
judge by the heavy political clouds 
that arc now arising and darkening 
the horizon. 


"It has never been so hard before 


for'us to Jotum to the field as we-arc 
leaving six of our seven children in 
the homeland in various schools. Our 
third son, Robert M., Jr., will accom- 
pany us back to Korea to help in the 
work, and there will be plenty to keep 
him busy in the Leper Colony. His 
doing the secretarial and office work 
will give me more time for the directly 
evangelistic part in the surrounding 
villages. He goes with no guaranteed 
salary but on faith believing that his 
experience can be that of Paul the 
Apostle when he said: "My God shall 
supply all your,,need according to His 
riches in glory by Christ Jesus." 


Hearts Arc Heavy 


"These last days we are in a sort of 


a flurry packing trunks and freight 
boxes and getting them off 
H little 


ahead of us so that we will meet with 
them again at Japan and rcship to 
Korea. These return preparations arc 
a mixture of joys and tears, joy at the 
anticipation of getting back into har- 
ness again and tears at the thought of 
the separation, the first time for some 
of the children; but having at least one 
of them to go back with us will make 
it a bit easier. 


"A furlough is a strenuous time 


for us for there is so much we want 
lo do and the time for doing it is so 
limited. We had a busy weed during 
June. Our eldest boy, James, grad- 
uated in Medicine from Duke Univer- 
sity in North Carolina on June 7, Bob 
from Davidson College on June 8, and 
baby boy, Joe, from Thomas Jeffer- 
son High School in Richmond on June 
!), and then James married a fine 
girl, a nurse in Stuart Circle Hospital 
in Richmond, on June 10, and, of 
course, we had to attend all these 
functions, and it made us almost dix./y 
whirling from one lo another with 
little breathing space between. James 
and his bride set out for Detroit, Mich.", 
where he has secured an internship in 
Henry Ford's hospital and Edna will 
be a nurse. We are glad to have a new 
daughter added to our family circle, 
giving us three. 


"Next autumn John, Edwin and Joe 


will be students at Davidson College; 
Elizabeth will return for her last year 
Hi the Westminster Music School at 
Princeton, N. J.; and Mary Stuart will 
be in Richmond continuing her tech- 
nician training wilh Dr. Wyndham 
Blanton, making her home with Dr. 
and Mrs. Blanton, Sr., who have of- 
fered her their kind care as foster- 
parents. Se we have lols to be grate- 
ful for, have we not? 


Visits In Louisiana 


"In April I visited the leper colony 


at Carrvillc, La., and it is good to sec 
what excellent care the Government is 
piving to 
those 
unfortunates. 
Dr. 


Haseltine, in charge, is as kind and 
gentle as can be with them and I know 
of no place in the world where lepers 
receive more consideration and sym- 
pathy. Each one has his own private 
room and bath and there are almost 
half as many nurses as there are pa- 
tients. There are about half the num- 
ber of lepers there as in our colony in 
Korea. 


"The disease affects them far worse 


here than in the Orient. Possibly that 
may be because an American cannot 
bear the torture of the disease as 
well as the Oriental who is not so 
nervously and mentally high strung. 
The American victim is more given 
to brooding over his condition and 
the fact of having nothing to occupy

Today the man who was accused of 


plunging the world into battle sits on 
a knoll of his 50-acre estate here, ab- 
sorbed in roses. 


Once attended by generals and min- 


isters, today he i.s accompanied by a 
soft-eyed dechshund. 


Mustache Mristlcs No More 


The bristling mustache to which he 


gave his name is gray, 'it bristles no 
more but its tips still point skyward. 
A gray beard covers his once-arrogant 
chin. His stern face has softened, 
grown more angular. 


The world was at his throat when 


the abdicated monarch fled to Holland 
19 years ago. He found shelter with 


j friends and Holland protected him. In 


I 1920 he bought his 50-acrc domain in 
Doom. 


'Seventeen years have drowned the 


hatred. Now, at 78, the ex-Kaiser 
seems a handsome gentleman of the old 
school. His personal sorrows—the sui- 
cide of his youngest son, Prince Joa- 
chim, soon after the war, the death of 
the former kaiscrin in 1921—have been 
forgotten. 


He sits amid his roses courteously ac- 


knowledging respectful salutes from 
promenaders. 


Public Is Admitted 


The ex-Kaiser has been alone part 


of this summer. His consort, the bus- 
iness-like Kaiscrin Herminc. whom he 
married in 1922, wont to super vise 
her properties in Germany. None of 
the children of her former marriage 
were there when an Associated Press 
correspondent visittd Doom recently. 


At one side of the ex-Kaiser's rosar- 


ium is a slight eminence. Although 
the garden is open to those of the pub- 
lic who get tickets of admission from 
the stern-visaged Dutch gendarme at 


the guardhouse, the knoll is chained 
off and marked 'private." 


On a white seat at the top of the 


slope, in front of an evergreen hedge, 
the ex-monarch sits and admires his 
roses, dachshund by his side. 


Gifts From Old Friends 


The gorgeous colors spread before 


this haven of peace come from flowers 
that arc gifts from persons and organ- 
izations dear to the old man's heart. 
Little metal plates at each bush are 
the reminders. 


One reads "The Germans of Cin- 


cinnati;" another "The German Nobil- 
ity League;" many from various parts 
of Germany are marked "The Kaiser- 
True Youth." 


The Hohenzollern ex-ruler lias so 


completely recovered from his last 
winter's siege of influenza that he has 
resumed wood-cutting, long a favorite 
occupation of his exile. 


He rarely is seen afoot in Doom vil- 


lage. By force of circumstances his 
needs 
are 
covered 
from 
Germany 


where his financial interests lie. The 
imperial refugee makes no exception 
to the nazi rule that money raised in 
Germany must be spent within the 
reich. 


A Good Customer 


Still, he is a good customer to 


Doom. 


"I hope he will live to be 100 at 


least," one canny tradesman remark- 
ed. 


His dark blue Mercedes car takes 


him to tea parties at the homes of the 
Dutch nobiliay round about and there 
are occasional tea parties at Doom 
House. 'He maintains a cordial, if not 
intimate friendship with the Dutch 
Royal family. 


As the former monarch sits among 


his roses the Westminister chimes 
sound six. Time to dress for dinner. 
The silver-haired gentleman rises from 
the white seat, with the dachshund at 
his heels, and nodding to gardeners as 
he passes he disappears into the yellow 
manor house in the sunset. 


Roosevelt Gives 
Memorial Address 


France in Dedication 


of Monument 


QUANTICO, Va. — (/P) — President 


Roosevelt Sunday proclaimed anew 
America's 
historic 
friendship 
for 


France which he said finds its expres- 
sion in their common devotion to the 
idea of democracy. 


His speech— made from a yacht in 


the Potomac river — was sent by radio 
to distant Mountfaucon, France, on the 
occasion of the dedication of the Amer- 
ican battle monument there to com- 
memorate the victory of the American 
first army in the Meusc-Argonne of- 
fensive. 


Recalling the re-creation of France's 


regions which were devastated in the 
World war, the president said 


"To the preservation of this civil- 


ization American soldiers and sailors 
contributed their lives and lie buried 
on this and other battle fields. They 
died brothers-in-arms with French- 
men, and in their passing America 
and France gained deeper devotion to 
the ideal of democracy. 


"In their name, for their sake, I pray 


God no hazard of the future may ever 
dissipate or destroy that common ideal. 
I greet the Republic of France, firm 
in the confidence that a friendship 
as old as the American nation will 
never be suffered to grow less. 


Stressing the common democratic 


aims of the two countries, President 
Rocsevelt continued: 


"Though the seas divide us, the peo- 


ple of France and the people of the 
United States find union today in com- 
mon devotion to the ideal which the 
memorial at Mountfaucon symbolizes. 
That ideal, to which both nations bear 
faithful witness, is the ideal of free- 
dom under democracy — liberty attain- 
ed by government founded in demo- 
cratic institution."

Against "Bolting" 


A call for a county-wide mass meet- 


ing to be held at Hope city hall at 2 
p. m. Friday was issued here Monday 
noon by J. R. Reed of northern Hemp- 
stead county. 


Mr. Reed said the meeting was for 


the purpose of discussing the U. S. 
senate seat left vacant by the death of 
Joseph T. Robinson. 


He said that delegates to the "rank 


and file" convention at Little Rock 
August 9 would "probably be chosen." 


He declined to elaborate, nor would 


he say who would be the prinicpal 
speaker at the-meeting Friday after- 
noon. 


Atkins Issues Statement 


W. S. Atkins, chairman of the Hemp- 


stead County Democratic Central Com- 
mittee, warned against "bolting" of the 
Democratic party in a letter he ad- 
dtessed to eight other cairmen of coun- 
ty committees in the sixth chancellor 
district. 


Last week the Hempstead committee 


went on record as unanimously favor- 
ing the adoption of a resolution re- 
questing the state committee to nomi- 
nate Judge A. P. Steel of Ashdown as 
the Democratic nominee for chancery 
judge of the sixth district. 


In his letter, Mr. Atkins wrote 
"A rule adopted by the Democratic 


State Committee permits county com- 
mittees to vote on the question of a 
primary tp- select a nominee for a dis- 
triei'blSmj in'which a, vacancy ha*oc- 
curred since the last general election. 


"There is such a vacancy in the 


Sixth chancery district. 


The Hempstead County Committee 


is on record as advocating nomination 
of Judge A. P. Steel by the state com- 
mittee. 


"Other committees in this chancery 


district have the privilege of letting 
their attitude be known, but in this 
connection it should be remembered 
that county committees must act at 
all times in accordance with the rules 
of the party and the laws of the state. 


"It would be the duty of the state 


committee, in considering expressions 
of county committees with reference 
to procedure for nominating a candi- 
date for chancellor, to eliminate any 
county committee members who have 
demonstrated that they do not have a 
proper respect for their obligations to 
observe the rules of the party. 


"The state convention of 1934 direct- 


ed the state committee, to nominate 
candidates when a special primary is 
not practicable. Hence, the state com- 
mittee could not call a convention to 
make a nomination. 


"It follows then that county com- 


mittees which go contrary to the of- 
ficial action of the state committee 
with respect to the vacancy in the 
office of United States senator are vio- 
lating Section 4 of the rules of the 
party. This section provides 


" 'Any person who shall be guilty of 


violating any of these rules and reg- 
ulations shall not be qualified to vote 
in a Democratic primary, nor shall he 
be entitled to be a delegate or a com- 
mittecman; nor to hold any position in 
the party organization.' 


"As a Democrat, I would feel im- 


pelled to ask the state committee to 
hold ineligible any committee mem- 
ber who disregards the party rules, and 
not to allow such member to have a 
voice in deciding whether to hold a 
primary in the Sixth chancery district 
or to have the state committee make 
the nomination of a candidate for chan- 
cellor. 


"Any county committee members 


who seek to encourage disloyalty by 
promising not to enforce the rules 
against bolters are subjecting them- 
selves to removal from the county com- 
mittee, so that they would not be able 
in the 1938 primary to give the prom- 
ised protection to bolters; for other 
committecmen would have been dis- 
ignaled to supervise the primary and 
the ousted committeemen would find 
themselves without a vote, 


"One of the leaders of the opposition 


to the state committee in this district 
is a man who bitterly opposed the 
national Democratic ticket in 1928. 
To forestall his ouster as a member of 
a county committee at that time, he 
resigned. He knows that the rules can 
be, and are, enforced. 


"That is as it should be."

Protest Against 


Tax Advantages 


Exemption of Sales Tax in 


Texarkana Studied by 


D,L.Ford 


LITTLE ROCK,—Merchants of Hope, 


Lewisville and surrounding towns in 
Hempstead and LaFayette counties 
have filed protests with the Revenue 
Department against exemption of the 
state sales tax on goods purchased al 
Texarkana by non-residents of the 
border city, Revenue Commissioner D. 
L. Ford announced. 


The question raised by the protest- 


ants is whether the exemptions grant- 
ed Texarkana by the 1937 sales tax -law 
are applicable in sales where orders 
for goods are taken in other Arkansas 
towns. Farm machinery and other 
heavy equipment purchases were the 
principal causes of the controversy. 


Ford, Wliarton Differ 


Commissioner Ford said he had 


reached no decision on the question. 
"But I am inclined to think the tax 
should apply on such transactions," 
he said. "It may take a test suit to 
decide it. It will penalize business 
men at Hope, Lewisville and other sur- 
rounding towns if citizens there order 
from Texarkana firms to escape paying 
the tax. 


"In Eastern Arkansas many persons 


buying machinery and heavy equip- 
ment are going to Memphis. We are 
requiring them to pay the tax on each 
such transaction that we discover." 


J. Hugh Wharton, Revenue Depart- 


ment attorney, said he had reached the 
tentative conclusion that sales made qn 
out-of-town orders at Texarkana were 
not taxable. Commissioner Ford and 
Mr. Wharton will continue a study of 
the subject this week. 


Mr. Wharton said that "to require 


collection of the tax in Texarkana, 
Ark., would drive merchants across the 
line into Texas. It is my opinion now 
that any transaction consummated in 
Texarkana, Ark., is exempt from the 
sales tax no matter if the sale is made 
on an order. 


"Requiring collection and the forc- 


ing of merchants across the state line 
would undobutedly reduce toll bridge 
revenues and property taxes there. 
However, we have received protests 
from Hempstead and Lafayette coun- 
ties. 


Texarkana's Status 


State Senator H. M. Barney of Tex- 


arkana, who appeared before Commis- 
sioner Ford and Mr. Wharton last week 
to present argument on the subject, 
contended that merchants of his city 
now suffer ;i severe enough penalty 
because of toll bridges on three sides. 


In a brief submitted to the commis- 


sioner by Senator Barney and Attor- 
ney Frank 'S. Quinn, it was argued: 


"The purpose of the exemption clause 


was to place Arkansas merchants on 
an equail competitive basis with those 
in Texarkana, Texas. 


"If the residence of the purchaser 


should be held the determining factor 
in the application of the sales tax, then 
the Texas merchant would be further 
favored, and the discrimination against 
the Arkanjas merchant thus made 
greater. 


"It was to prevent this very patent 


inequality and discrimination against 
our own citizens here at the Arkansas- 
Texas state line that prompted and ac- 
tuated the legislature in enacting this 
particular exemption provision of the 
sales tax law.'' 


Demand Continuation 


Another brief was submitted by Wil- 


lis B. Smith. Texarkana city attorney,

It is well to know life, nnd what to

constantly suspicious, to lose confident 
rust and perhaps become Infected with 
he sordid view is bad for the young 
nind. 
Yet children, parents admit, must 
lave a defense. They should know 
uiman nature and the pitfalls of qvil. 
o some extent, as life is life and later 
.hey will have to rub shoulders with 
people as they are. They cannot be 
tept ignorant forever, and to learn 
only through personal experience too 
cften costs a price. 


A Friend In Need 


I have arrived, rather reluctantly 


I'll amit, at a rather astonishing an- 
_..er. I believe that movies have lift- 
ed much of our burden and solved at 
least part of the problem. 


What child can look upon the shows 


of today and fail to grasp two facts, 
that there are good and not so good 
people in the world? That some are 
weak, others deliberately vicious, and 
yet a large percentage kind and true 
In the end virtue is victorious, ol 
course, which is not always true in 
real life, but the example is good. 


Through hero or heroine worship 


children learn some of their most val- 
uable lessons. They learn, too, tha 
there is suffering and cruelty, and tha 
the very best cannot always escape 


or have it easy, regardless of their own 
worth. 


We wonder why our families are so 


worldly wise today, and are frequently 
shocked at the children's naive re- 
marks. "Where did Betty learn that?" 
We ask with startled faces. Perhaps 
it was something we would never have 
dreamed of telling her ourselves. And 
we'd be right about it, too, becauw 
there is a difference between hearing 
a stark truth arid watching it tactfully 
acted in a well-chosen story. 


Crime Stories Are Poor Diet 


I do not approve of tiny children go- 


ing to movies at all. For the younger 
ones, the shpw should.,be,carefully se- 
lected. Again, there are some pictures 
that n.o growing child should see. As 
for crime shows, the way they are pre- 
sented now (and you probably don't 
know how carefully) judges recently 
have geen less inclined to accept them 
as alibis in delinquency cases. Ye( 
too much crime portrayal is a poor 
diet for boys in general. 


These things aside, I still believe the 


movies to be valuable in their way 
Children are learning facts of life from 
seeing life. Indeed it relieves us, theit 
parents, of the heavy end of our prob- 
lem, because not all mothers have 
courage or diplomacy enough to open 
young eyes to truth. 


The big thing is that children of all 


ages are absorbing lessons from pic- 
tures, learning that creating doesn't 
pay, and so on. There are still some 
flaws, and may the movies continue to 
strive for still higher levels, but we 
have a lot to think them for today.

I£ bread is 
the basis of the diet, whole wheat flour 
w.ill be used instead of white. 


For the average person, white flour 


is" quite satisfactory, provided he takes 


enough milk to provide for the requir- 
ed intake of vitamins. Even when 
bread is the main basis of the diet, 
beans, peas or similar vegetables should 
be served at least once a week. 
. 


In addition, fresh meat should ;be 


served at least three times a week 
and eggs and fresh milk just as offen 
as the budget permits. When these 
changes in the diet are provided for, 
beriberi will disappear. 
;V 


Naturally it is necessary to have the 


best advice and treatment from a phy- 
sician to overcome some of the serious 
symptoms that develop. Sometimes 
this will involve the use of electrical 
currents for exercising the muscles, 
the use of heat and other methods..to 


bring about suitable improvement.

Beriberi Controlled by Changing Diet to Include Fooc 


Containing Vitamin B

The fi?S* vitamin discovered was 


vitamin Bl. "Hie disease known as 
beriberi, which results from a short- 
age of Vitajjitn 81, was described by 
the Japanese at least 200 B- C. 


In 1880, a Japanese medical admiral 


eliminated the occurrence of the dis- 
ease from the salaries in the Japanese 
navy by changing their diets. Beriberi 
is seldom seen in the United States. 


The symptoms of a relative defic- 


iency of vitamin B may, however, be 
rather frequent. In beriberi there are 
disturbances of motion and of sensa- 
tion. Fluid collects 'in the body and 
the heart acts badly. 
. 


Typical beriberi, as it was found 


the Japanese, resulted from eating pol- 
ished rice. Beriberi may, however, 
develop whenever the diet is a mono- 
tonous one/be limited to other grains 


from which the germ has been remov 
ed, such as wheat and com. 


It may also occur in people who liv 
argely on diets of white bread, suga 
molasses and iats. When the disease 
does occur among white peoples, it us 
ually affects the inmates of jails, ship 
and asylums whose diets may be large 
ly restricted by the environment in 
which they find themselves. 


When there is an insufficient amount 


cf vitamin Bl in the diet or when for 
apy reason the vitamin is not absorb- 
ed by the body, the reactions which 
occur are typical.

Lauck closed his plant June 11 when

Under the agreement, arranged by

Family Backs Brobc 


More clays and weeks passed with no 


word of the Blantons, no solution to 
the mystery. Searchers, of course, 
had barely touched the outskirts of 
even El Sauz, whose line fences run 
into the salty waters of the Gulf of 
Mexico. Literally miles of gnarled, 
sprawling mesquite that tears at men's 
clothing lay within the boundaries. 
Men had been lost for days there. 
Dusty cattle trails led to dry water 
holes. On the hottest days buzzards 
wheeled and turned overhead. One 
slope looked like the next, one leafless 
tree like another. Men might die and 
their skeletons not be found for years. 


When summer came and no solution 


was in sight, the Blanton relatives 
raised a little money and Louis La- 
madrid entered the scene. A native of 
Brownsville, Lamadrid slipped in and 
began working among the Mexicans 
around the ranch. He listened much 
and talked little. He went to a ranch- 
hands' barbecue and he even preached 
at a revival. 


Investigator Checked 


Lamadrid was, ho said, just about to 


find a key to the mystery's solution 
when word of his activities leaked out. 
He was arrested in Raymondville by 
Power Fcnncr, a 6-foot ,100-pound 
Ranger, on a gun-carrying charge filed 
in Brownsville. An attorney filed a 
writ of habeas corpus and after the 
hearing was set, Fcnncr and Game 
Warden Morgan Miller whisked La- 
madrid to Brownsville where the of- 
ficers were cited for contempt and 
fined ?50 each. 


Judge W. E. McCharen, who issued 


the writ and who cited them for con- 
tempt, appealed to Gov. James Allred 
to relieve the men from duly in that 
section. Miller resigned and Fcnncr, 
who.se sister is married to Tully Gar- 
ner, .son of Vice President Garner, 
was dismissed from the force.

RAYMONDVILLE, Texas— Death strikes again at the great King ranch, 


fabulous 1,250,000-acre "principality" at the southern tip of Texas, deepening 
the air of mystery that has hung over its vast acres ever since last November. 


Today it is George Durham, 42, all-® 


tocratic foreman of the El Sauz section I 
of the ranch, who is dead. Three doc- 
tors and an undertaker certified that 
Durham died naturally of a heart at- 
tack while branding cattle. This quiet- 
ed widespread rumors of a shooting. 


But the farmers outside the borders 


of the King domain remember the 
Blanlons, father and son, who climbed 
the fence into El Sauz last fall and 
never returned. 
And they waited 


grimly to hear the report of Capt. Bill 
McCurray, most famous of modern 
Texas Rangers, who says he has solved 
the Blanton case and will announce 
his findings as soon as the case is 
"ironclad." 
i 


McMurray, recently named by the 


governor as the outstanding and most 
typical Ranger, was put in charge of 
the case after long investigation of 
the Blanton disappearance had satis- 
fied nobody, proved nothing. 


His announcement of a solution in- 


spired confidence, but the sudden 
death of Durham fanned once again 
a feud which has smoldered and 
broken into intermittent flame for 
years between the farmers of Willacy 
county and the armed riders who 
guard the fenced borders of the vast, 
almost autonymous King ranch "em- 
pire." 


Two Swallowed Up 


It was on November 18, 1936, that 


Luther Blanton, 57, and his son, John 
24, climbed the fence between their 
tiny farm and the El Sauz section of 
the King ranch. 


That fence encloses continuously a 


million and a quarter acres spreading 
over 
eight 
counties in 
southwest 


Texas, an area scarcely smaller than 
the state of Delaware. For generations 
those who ran the King ranch have 
been practically a law unto themselves 
within their own domain. 


The Blantons had two shotguns and 


three shells and they were going to 
hunt ducks. The King ranch, main- 
taining at some cost a game preserve, 
protects it by ranch-paid game ward- 
ens and armed fence riders. Just be-

One is that our 
colony is to some extent self-support- 
ing. 


"Each member of the community has 


definite daily occupation which keeps 
them out in the open air much of the 
time working in their little plots..of 
land and raising their own food and it 
develops a spirit of rivalry among 
them as to who can get the best re- 
sults from his little patch of land. But 
the greater advantage that we have is 
religion which is our most powerful 
ally. In the place of a black dispair 
our lepers have a living hope and an 
assurance for the hereafter for they 
'reckon that the sufferings of .the 
present time are not worthy to be 
compared with the glory that shall be 
revealed' to them when their trtures 
shall be ended.

"There are 750 cases in our, colony, 


in many of whom the disease has been 
arrested. Last year 65,000 injections of 
chaulmoga oil were adminislered and 
that is-our chief reliance. There are 
403 baptized church members and the 
church in the center of their activities 
and the beacon of their hope. For 
more 
than 
three 
thousand years 


leprosy has been considered the most 
dreaded of all human ailments, yet 
within the last Ihirly years, has been 
found a panacea and much torture re- 
lieved and cases cured if treated in 
the initial stages. 


"Leprosy is like sin and in the Word 


of God is used as a symbol of it. Both 
are contagious, mutilating, blinding, 
found only in man himself and not in 
animals, is spread by close association, 
more often begins in the young, is a 
plague, makes one an outcast, is cura- 
ble, 
though there are, at times re- 


lapses. 


"While our work has its humani- 


tarian and philanthropic aspects, lhal 
is not our ultimate goal. II is only 
the physical basis upon which we try 
lo rende£ a spiritual service and we 
are grateful indeed to behold this 
work of the Lord God prospering in 
our hands. Leprosy destroys Ihe body 
as sin does the soul, it hardens Ihe skin 
as sin does the conscience. 


"The Southern Presbyterian work 


began in Korea forty-five years ago 
this year with a liltle pioneer band of 
seven members of whom only one re- 
mains on the field today, Miss Mattie 
E. Ttate, who, thought pasl Ihe retiring 
age, yet remains to carry on in the 
sunset days of her noble life. 


"The whole force consists of seven- 


ty-four members, a sadly depleted 
number, as many have been lost 
through illness, death and other causes. 
There is no synod but four presby- 
teries which contain 610 churches, 306 
elders, 52 native pastors, 13,475 bap- 
lized members and 51,412 in Sabbath 
schools. There were enrolled in our 
special Bible classes last year 15,672 
students. 


Greatly Enjoys Visit 


"We have greally enjoyed having the 


radio while on furlough which has 
Uepl us in touch with many fine pro- 
prams and has given us great delight. 
In the Orient we do not get very good 
things as yet, mostly local things. We 
could get foreign programs by short 


wave. Several of the missionaries had 
radios with short wave reception but 
just recently the Japanese Govern- 
ment has taken out of every radio scl 
the short wave equipment as they 
want nolhirig lo come in from the out- 
side except what is duly censored. 


"But now I must say my farewell 


lo you. We are not really separated—• 
only out of sight because the world is 
round, and we are on the other side 
of it, and we cannot see in a semi- 
circle. However,

Then 
on lo San Francisco where we are 
to sail on the Japanese steamer "Taiyo 
Maru" on August 21. 


"I cannot speak too highly of Mis- 


sion Court as an ideal place to spend 
a furlough. The good people of Rich- 
mond have treated us royally. Wo 
spenl our last furlough here and have 
already bespoken a place for 1944 when 
we come on our next furlough. Three 
cheers for, Ihe fine women of Virginia 
and North Carolina, who have made 
such a haven possible!

"An Arkansas resident, living, say, 


at Ashdown, can purchase a tractor in 
Texarkana, Texas, have it delivered to 
his residence and be free from tax be- 
cause the transaclion is in interestale 
commerce. We feel sure the excmp- 
lion clause was meant to allow Texar- 
kana, Ark., merchants to compete on 
such sales and was not meant to limit 
competition merely to residents of 
Texarkana. Texas. 


"There is nothing in the slatutc 


which would indicate that a Texas 
merchant should be permitted to de- 
liver but that an Arkansas merchant 
should not be permitted to deliver 
without subjecting his sales to the 
sales tax. 


"Where preliminary negotiations to 


a sale are entered into by correspond- 
ence or otherwise, the conlracl of sale 
and the transfer of property is deemed 
to be made at the place of business of 
the merchant when the final assent is 
given. 


"Where the order is taken by an 


agent, the place of sale is deemed to 
be where Ihe seller has his place of 
business and accepts the order."
